occupied a higher and m o n ge r posi­ 
tion am ong the nations of the earth 
than at any period in our history. 
This great position and this com­ 
m anding influence have b een largely 
lost. It would b e an ob vious im pro­ 
priety to point out the specific condi­ 
tions of or present relations with the 
various nations, b oth in the old world 
and the news; 
it is enough to note 
the fact tha t we are regarded b y oth­ 
er nations with distrust and in some 
cases dislike. 
Only once have we ab rogated 
a 
treaty, and then actal if not declared 
w ar existed. We have 
scrupulously 
ob served 
our 
international 
agree­ 
m ents, and where differences 
have 
arisen we have settled them not with 
the high hand of power b ut b y nego­ 
tiation and arb itration. 
T he long delay in t*e ratification 
b y the senate of the treaties renew ­ 
ing the arb itration treaties of 19 06 
produced a widespread feeling among 
other nations that our cham pionship 
of the principles of arb itration and 
our loud b oasts of our devotion 
to 
the cause of peace were hypocrisy, b e 
cause we seemed ready to 
ab andon 
the cause of arb itration when it look­ 
ed as if our treaties m ight b ring us 
to the arb itration of 
q uestions 
we 
did not desire to have arb itrated b y 
an im partial trib unal. The president 
renewed the arb itration treaties and 
finally, after a delay which, as I have 
said, aroused unpleasant 
suspicions, 
those which have b een sent to 
the 
senate have b een ratified. This was 
the president’s first step, as I looked 
at it, in his effort to restore the influ­ 
ence and reputation 
of the United 
States, which he had fonud to b e im ­ 
paired. The second step is his recom- 
m ondation of the repeal of the toll- 
exem ption of the canal act. 
T he outcry ab out exhib iting 
sub ­ 
serviency to Great B ritain or any oth- 
e rcountry b ecause we see fit to re­ 
peal the tolls seems to me hardly wor 
thy of serious 
consideration. 
The 
U nited States is altogether too great 
an d too pow erful to b e 
sub servient 
to any one, and the m ere fact of sug­ 
gesting it seems to me to indicate an 
uneasy suspicion on the part of those 
from whom it pmanatew not only of 
the validity of their position b ut 
of 
the power and greatness of their own 
country, as to which I, for one, am 
troub led b y no doub ts. 
As I have listened to some recent 
stirring declarations of utte r fearless 
ness, of our readiness to face a world 
in arm s, in defense of toll exemption, 
ab out which nob le cause no country 
would think of fighting, there have

He had* refused the posi­ 
tion in 1905, when it meant that he 
must go over the head of his superiors 
iu rank. 
Answered All Second Alarms. 
When he b ecame marshal Mr. Sey­ 
ferlich moved to his present home. 
Since theji his b ig red automob ile with 
its clanging gong was a familiar sight, 
tearing at mad pace where second 
alarms were sounded. Seyferlich never 
was content to leave to sub ordinates 
any second alarm fire. 
His escapes, his heroic rescues and 
his b ravery have made up match of 
the record of the department in late 
years. 
He fell through a room of tho 
Athenaeum b uilding and was rescued 
b y former Marshal Musham. Musham 
saved his life later in the 
Market 
street warehouse fires. 
Marshal Seyferlich was a thirty-sec­ 
ond degree Mason, a memb er of the 
Maccab ees and several other lodges.

During the uproar the women tried to 
escape from ihe prisoners’ dock, but 
were recaptured.

threw her bag at the Judge, hitting 
| him upon the nose. Three constables 
made a dash for her and in the mean­ 
time the Ev ans woman fainted and 
rolled under the feet of the surging 
mob, where she was trampled. 
Militant Fined; Riot in Court. 
London, England. April 9 .—Pande­ 
monium reigned In Marlborough street 
police court when “Gen.” Mrs. Flora 
Drummond, the militant suffragette, 
was brought up again and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $10 or go to prison for 
two months, for causing a disturbance 
in Hy de Park during the unionist rally 
on Saturday . 
The “general” v ehemently declared 
that she would nev er pay the fine. She 
was forcibly .removed to a cell. 
Seizing a policeman’s metal whis­ 
tle, Mrs. Drummond flung it at the 
magistrate’s head, but he dodged the 
missile. 
When Mrs. Drummond had become 
calmer she was released, as either she 
or some one else had paid her fine.

After pu t­ 
ting the men to death and selling the 
wo men and children into slav ery he 
plu ndered the city o f its precio u s 
treasu res—amo ng them the v ase. Fo r 
many y ears this g em o f the po tter’s 
art remained in Ro me and was shc*wn 
in the palaces o f su ccessiv e empero rs. 
Finally the v ase fell into the hands 
o f the family o f the Medici and after 
sev eral centu ries was remo v ed to 
Paris, where it to o k its place amo ng 
the treasu res o f the Lo u v re. In the 
reig n o f Lo u is XIV. It was sto len fro m 
the palace and so ld to an ig no rant 
dealer in bric-a-brac. Bo u g ht by an 
Eng lish no bleman it cro ssed the chan­ 
nel and pro v ed the delig ht o f sev eral 
g eneratio ns o f ceramic hu nters. 
Geo rg e Chalmers was a stru g g ling 
y o u ng artist. His stru g g le was no t 
o nly fo r ho me and to g ain the y o u ng 
g irl he lo v ed as his w’ife, bu t fo r the 
bare necessities o f life. One ev ening 
as he w as g o ing to liis stu dio —the g ar­ 
ret o f o ne o f the better so rt o f tene­ 
ments o n the east side o f New Yo rk— 
he was attracted by a no tice adv ertis­ 
ing the sale o f 
artists’ materials, 
which appeared in the so o ty windo w 
o f a ding y ju nk sho p. He went inside, 
and while o v erhau ling a lo t o f bru shes 
and paints his ey e- fell o n a startling 
bit o f co lo ring that g leamed fro m a 
pile o f bric-a-brac in o ne co rner o f the 
sho p. Go ing o v er to the no ndescript 
heap o f ru bbish he leaned do wn and 
saw a face abo u t the size o f a silv er 
do llar enameled o n the su rface o f a 
v ase. 
A tremo r went thro u g h the y o u ng 
artist's frame; his ey es 
g rew wide 
with amazement. “Su rely that was 
the wo rk o f a g reat master!” With a 
trembling hand he reached do wn into 
the heap o f ru bbish and, ex ercising all 
the care he co u ld, he diseng ag ed it 
fro m the mass o f bro ken china and 
chips o f iro n and bro u g ht it o u t into 
the lig ht.
